The Organie Act provided that every free white, ‘male citizen, 
of the United States, of tlie age of twenty-one. years, including 
those recognized .as. citizens, by the treaties with Mexico, shall 
be entitled to vote at the frg e ection. But that qualification of 
voters, at all subsequent elections, shall be such as shall be DISSE 
by the Legislative Assembly. 

Under the authority conferred. by the foregoing section, the 
Legislative Assembly at its first session, in a spirit. of Aiberality 
that did them honor, passed a law reguláting eleotións, approved 
November 6th, 1861, providing that every male person of the 
age of twenty-one years and upwards, who shall haye resided 
in the Territory for three months next preceding any election, 
shall be deemed a qualified voter. 

The Legislative Asserhbly, at its session of 1864, passed an 
act, approved March 11th, 1564, amending the foregoing section 
by inserting, after the word “ upwards, " the words, “ not being 
a negro or mulatto,”.so as to make it read, “every. ‘tale person 
of the age of twenty-one years and upwards, not being a negro 
or mulatto, * * * shall be deemed a qualified voter." ;.
